Helm stated thet his peper asdvised him thet Agent Caffrey hed been killed by
& ball-bearing; that Nash's body indiceted thet he had been shot from behind
and thet & third person killed had elso evidently been killed by & shotgun.
Helm stated thet he was advised further that the windshield of Caffrey's car
hed been blown out by bullets from inside the cer. The Kansas City Journal-
Post now cleims thet Caffrey, Reed and one other person were killed by the
shotgun of Otto Reed. Helm further stated thet an unexploded shotgun shell
wss found on the person of Reed after the Messzcre and thet this shell when
teken to the Bellistics Expert Gill, was found to be loaded with buckshot

end ball-beering.

~ Helm further stated thet his newspaper had informstion that sometime
after the Massacre Agents Frenk Smith and Lackey had returned to the son af
Otto Reed in Oklshoma, the shotgun belonging to Reed.

Helm requested that I deny or effirm this story or indicete thet
the Division had previous knowledge of this angle of the case. I advised
Mr. Helm thet the Division would mske no comment upon this matter; that it
wes the Division's policy end practice to prepare our ceses for trizl in Court -
not in the newspspers.

Reference is made to the letter received fran the Kansas City
office, dated October 16, 1934, with reference to exploded shotgun cases
found at the mcene of the Kansas City massacre.

The details of the possession of shotguns at the time of
transporting Nash at Eansas c;ty have been discussed with Special Agent
Prapk Smith., He recalls nothing about the obtaining of such guns, it
being his recollection that these guns were obtained by Agent Lackey
and by Chief of Police Reed of McAlester.

Special Agent Smith procesded to Moilester, Oklahoma, on
November 8, 1934, and discussed the matter of the possession of such
sbotguns with Chief of Police Abbott. Chief Abbott had no information
relative to the guns taken by Mr. Reed. Mr. George Reed, son of the
lste Chief of Police at Mcalester, steted that his father owned a 10
gauge pump shotgun, and that after his father was xilled, that he pro=
ceeded to Ksnsas City where his father's shotgun was exhibited to him
and which he promptly jdentified, This gun was later shipped to George
Reed at MoAlester and the gun was examined by Agent Smith. It is a
Model 12-16 Gauge Winchester Hammerless Pump Gun, originally having &
28 inch barrel. The barrel is presently 18 inches long, and the gun
bears factory number 11337 on the gun, and factory nunber 310580 on the
barrel. George Reed fired five shells fram this gun in the presence of

Mr. Spears telephoned from Kansas City and advised re-
garding my recent conversation with Mr. Nathan on the Floj
to the Division, that they had talked with Mr. Wilson,
United Stetes Attorney there today; that he steted that it fwas all
right to send the gun to the factory to have thé*secret fumber re—
vealed; however, that he desired that whoever located the number a@icke
some sort of identification marks on the gun and a report made/to spame
in order that he would be in a position to testify relative to the
location of the number. I advised Mr. Spears that under no circum-
stances should this information be brought out in testimony; that the
location of the number on the gun was one of the secrets that we would
not reveal. Mr, Spears then stated that if we were ever going to identify
the gun we would heve to tell how we did it, and I told Mr. Spears
that we were not going to identify the gun; that this was purely an
investigative procedure. Mr. Spears stated that it was his under-
standing that the Assistant United States Attorney did not necessarily
contemplete using the above information in the trial, but he wanted to
hzve it so that in the event he had to state what had been done to the
gun he could. I informed Mr. Spears that it was my understanding from
the sbove thzt a1l the Assistant United States Attormey was interested
in was the continuity of possession of the gun, and he stated he be-
lieved this was correct, but would verify same and advise. I Informed
Mr. Spears that the only reason we were interested in tracing the guns
wzas to see where the people were obtaining them, but this should have
no effect in connection with the indictments in this case.

MEMORANDUM OF EVENTS LEADING UP TO INFORMATION CONCERNING WHEREABOUTS OF CHARLES
ARTHUR ¥LOYD:

About 10 o'clock on the morming of October 22, 1934, Special Agent
M. J. Purvie, advised Special Agents R. G. McCallum, D. Dilillo and C. P. Risler
that Floyd had deen seen about ten miles north of Bast Liverpoocl. We three were
directed to go in this locality and patrol this looality to obtain any informmation
possible. We patrclled in this section until about 12:15 P.M. when we pulled in
at a gas station to ocontaoct Special Agent M. J. Purvis at the Traverse Hotel,
East Liverpool, Ohio. I had just finished making this telephone call to SAC
Purvie when Clyde Birch, & Constable, rushed into the.gas station and ssid "Are

gé?_:ﬁ there any D. J. men here.” He was followed by RobertXRobinson, a farmer. I
] 3 made myself known and was then advised by Birch that RoMinson had fed "Pretty
Boy"™ Floyd at hia farm house about fifteen minutes ago. e farm house was

ebout six miles away from the gas station. I immediately re-called SAC Purvis
and informed him of these facts and the five of us, Constable Birch, Mr. Robin-
son, Agents MoCallum, Diliilo and myself, immediately proceeded to a school
houss about & quarter of a mile from the farmer's home. Constable Bireh and
Agent McCallum started immedietely to patrol the road, in Constable Birch's ear.
Agent Dilillo socompanied Robert Robinson to his farm ip order that the Robin-
son family oould identify the picture of Floyd. Constable Birsch told me at about
this time that he dropped into Robinson's farm and asked Robinaon whether or not
he had seen "Pretty Boy" Floyd, and that Robinson replied to the fact that he
21dn't know thaet he had fed a stranger a few minutes before. Robinson described
this stranger to Birch, who recognized it to be the person of Floyd. He
immediately, together with Robinson, hurried to loocate some of the Department

of Justice Agents. .

It was the result of the information given to me by Constable Birch
in the presence of Robert Robinson, that eventually lead to the finding of
Floyd. '

In the evening at the Traverse Hotel, Constable Birch and Robert
Robinson were in the hotel room which was occupied by the Agents. To the best
of my recollection I introduced Birch end Robinson to SAC Purvis and told Purvis
et the time that these were the men from whom I obtained the original information
a8 to the exact whereabouts of Floyd, and to the best of my recollection I
told Purvis at the time thet, in my opinion, these men should be entitled to
any reward which may have have been offered,
